The General Aſſembly do further appoint the 
ſaid Committee, to have a particular regard in their pro- 
ceedings, to the regulations agreed upon by the Com- 
mittee of the Aſſembly for managing the Royal Bounty, 
on the Zoth of September 1730, approven by frequent 
Aſſemblies: And to take care that Preſbyteries, and o- 
thers concerned, obſerve the ſame, which they are here- 
by ordered to do: Particularly, the Aſſembly ordains 
the ſeveral Preſbyteries to inſert in their regiſters, the 
Committee's appointments of the deſignations, ſalaries, 
and ſtations of the ſeveral miſſionaries, and to have an 
exact regard thereto, in all the letters they ſhall write 
about the ſaid miſſionaries, and in giving of certificates 
to them; and to direct all their letters, concerning miſ- 
ſionaries in their bounds, only to the Moderator of the 
Committee; which letters ſhall be figned, at the ap- 
pointment of the Preſbytery, by the Moderator or Clerk 
thereof: And the Aſſembly does diſcharge any payment 
to be made of the ſalaries of the miflionaries, except up- 
on receipts from the miſſionaries themſelves, and upon 
certificates from the Preſbyteries, bearing, That they 
have ſerved for the time mentioned in the receipts; and 
that every Catechift who receives a ſalary from the 
Royal Bounty, on condition that the pariſhioners or 
gentlemen of the diſtrict ſhall pay a certain ſum in aid 
of ſuch ſalary, ſhall inſert, in the body of his receipt to 
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the Caſhier, a declaration that he has received the par. 
ticular ſum ſpecified; and that the atteſtation of the 
Preſbytery ſhall in like manner bear, that the Catechiſt

Tar GENERAL ASSEMBLY, agreeable to a former reſolu- 


tion, proceeded to conſider the Report of the Committee on 
the Overture reſpecting the licenſing of Probationers ; and 
having heard the amendments made on the printed Over- 
ture read over one by one, the Aſſembly did, after maturely 
conſidering the ſame, adopt them, with a few corrections 
and alterations: And the Aſſembly having reſolved to 
tranſmit this Overture, ſo amended, to the different Pre- 

ſoyteries, that they may ſend up their opinions de novo 
on the various parts thereof, to the next General Aſſem- 
bly, the ſame is hereby tranſmitted accordingly, as follows : 


New Overture reſpecting the Licenſin 8 
of Probationers. Ns

HE General Aſſembly having taken under their 
ſerious conſideration, the great danger to which 
the intereſts of Religion and of this Church may be 
expoſed, by licenſing any to preach the Goſpel, who 
are not duly qualified for that important truſt, do 
hereby ena, and ordain, That, in all time coming, 


the following regulations ſhall be ſtrictly obſerved : 


I. It is hereby enacted, That no Student ſhall be 
entered upon the Roll of any Profeſſor of Divinity, 
unleſs he ſhall produce to the ſaid Profeſſor a certi- 
cate from the Miniſter of the pariſh in which he has 
his uſual reſidence ;- or in his abſence, or during a 
vacancy in ſaid pariſh, from ſome neighbouring Mi- 
niſter, bearing, that his character is ſuitable to his 
views ; together with a diploma of Maſter of Arts, or 
certificates from the ſeveral Profeſſors of Philoſophy, 
under whom he hath ſtudied, from which it may be 
clearly aſcertained, that in ſome Univerſity or Uni- 
verſities, he hath gone through a full courſe of Philo- 
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ſophy, in ſome winter-ſeſſions of College preceding 


that in which the certificates are produced. 


II. The General Aſſembly do likewiſe hereby or- 
dain, That all Students who have been inrolled b 
Profeſſors of Divinity, in the manner preſcribed by 
this act, ſhall continue to proſecute the ſtudy of Divi. 


nity, for the term of ſix Seſſions: Provided always, 


That if any Student hath given regular attendance in 
the Divinity Hall, during three Seſſions, his Courſe 
ſhall be conſidered as completed in four Seflions ; 


and that if he hath given regular attendance in the 
Hall during two Seſſions, his Courſe ſhall be confider- 


ed as completed in five Seſſions. And the Aſſembly 
do farther ordain, That in each of theſe caſes, Stu- 
dents ſhall be inrolled by the Profeſſors during the 
ſeveral Seſſions of their reſpective Courſes, and deli- 
ver in the Divinity Hall, in the manner herein after- 
wards provided, an Exegeſis in Latin, on ſome con- 
troverted Head in Divinity, a Homily in Engliſh, an 
Exerciſe and Addition, a Lecture on ſome large por- 
tion of Scripture, and a popular Sermon, together with 
ſuch other Exerciſes as the Profeſſors ſhall think pro- 
per to preſcribe, And the Aſſembly farther ena, and 
declare, That a Student 1s entitled to apply to the 


Profeſſor for his certificates, that he may be propoſed 


for trials, and that the preliminary ſteps may be taken 
by the Preſbytery, during the currency of the laſt 
Seſſion of his Courſe, as above deſcribed ; with this 


limitation, that if the ſaid laſt Seſſion is to be claimed 


as a Seſſion of regular attendance, he ſhali, towards 
the concluſion thereof, obtain a new certificate of his 
attendance during its currency, and produce the {ame 
to the Preſbytery, or Synod. 


III. Profeſſors of Divinity are required to attend, 
as much as circumſtances may permit, to the conduct 
of ſuch Students as are under their care, and, as far 
as they find it practicable, to inſiſt, that every Student 
ſhall deliver his firſt Diſcourſe ſome time during his 
ſecond Seſſion, at the lateſt, and the remainder of his

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IV. When a Student is propoſed to any Preſbytery, 
in order to be taken upon trials, the Preſbytery ſhall 
de alone, and the motion for that purpoſe ſhall lie 
upon the table till their next ordinary meeting. In 
the mean time, the Preſbytery ſhall appoint the Mem- 
ber by whom the Student has been propoſed, to lay 
before the faid meeting the certificate, or certificates 
in favour of the Student, that are ſpecified in the third 
paragraph of the fifth ſection of this Act; to deſire 
him to attend the ſame; and to inform him, that, 
previouſly to the meeting, he ought, as far as circum- 
ſtances may permit, to wait on ſuch Miniſters of the 
Preſbytery as have not formerly had an opportunity 
of converfing with him 1n private. be.

zd, They ſhall require ſatisfying evidence, that 
every Student who is propoſed for that purpoſe, has 
completed the twenty-firſt year of his age. 

34, No Student ſhall be admitted to trials, unleis 
he produces to the Preſbytery, a certificate or certifi- 
cates from the Profeſſor or Profeſſors of Divinity, 
under whoſe tuition he hath ſtudied, bearing, that 
he hath proſecuted his itudies, and delivered his Diſ- 
courſes, in the manner preſcribed by this act; and 
that his conduct, as far as conſiſts with the knowledge 
of the ſaid Profeſſor, or Profeſſors, has been in every 
reſpe& ſuitable to his views in life. And the General 
Aſſembly do likewiſe hereby enact, That the Preſpy- 
tery ſhall record at full lengrh the ſaid certificate, or 
certificates, in their minutes: And it is hereby en- 
acted and declared, That the Student having lodged 
ſuch certificate, or certificates, ſhall be entitled to ob- 
tain extracts of the ſame, if demanded.

If a Student hath ſtudied, either in whole or 
in part, in Proteſtant Univerſities which are not with- 
in the bounds of this Church, he ſhall, when he is pro- 
poſed to any Preſbytery for trials, be required to pro- 


duce fatisfying teſtimonials from the Profeſſors of 


Divinity in ſaid Univerſities ; and the time which theſe 
Profeſſors ſhall certify to have been employed by him 
in ſtudying Divinity under their tuition, ſhall be com- 
ated in the ſame manner as if he had proſecuted his 
ſtudies in any of the Univerſities within the bounds of 
this Church.
